The San Diego, Tucson and Yuma Sector Intelligence Unit’s (SIU’s) function within each 
respective Sector is to collect data from multiple sources, then target and analyze links to identify 
Transnational Criminal Organizations. Without data to feed into the systems, the SIUs cannot be 
effective at disrupting and dismantling the criminal element that operate along the southwest 
border. When considering the amount of vehicle traffic that passes through the region, and for 
that matter, through the Nation, the intelligence value of collecting and analyzing license plate 
reader data is inherently necessary to help understand and develop an accurate threat picture.

In an effort to expand the success of the program and share best practices with other Border 
Patrol Sectors, both San Diego, Tucson and Yuma Sectors are working collaboratively to share 
LPR resources to increase effectiveness.

This is a sole source acquisition of 19 Vigilant License Plate Reader camera units, divided 
between San Diego Sector (3), Tucson Sector (4) and Yuma Sector (12) respectively.
